MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


There  were  752  attendances  at  the  centre.  This  is  an  average 
of  63  per  session. 

Two  district  nurses  employed  by  the  Knutsf ord  Nursing  Association 
do  the  Health  Visiting  and  the  Council  pay  the  Association  for  their  services*

ANTE-NATAL  CANE  SCHEME. 


Apart  from  the  visits  by  the  Health  Visitor  to  expectant  mothers, 
there  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers  who  are  medically 
examined  under  the  scheme  and  at  least  half  now  avail  themselves  of  these 

facilities. 


Thirty  three  expectant  mothers  were  ante-natally  examined  during 
the  year  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Council  with  private  medical 
practitioners • 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Knutsf ord  Light  & 
Water  Co.,  who  buy  from  Manchester  Corporation.  The  water  is  soft  with  low 
salinity  and  is  of  exceptionally  high  degree  of  organic  purity.  No  extensions 
of  mains  were  made  during  the  year,  and  the  supply  has  always  been  sufficient. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

All  ashbins  are  emptied  and  cleansed  fortnighly,  a  certain  number 
being  emptied  weekly,  whilst  bins  at  the  hotels  and  large  shops  are  emptied 
twice  weekly. 

CAMPyG  SITES. 


There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  District  and 
the  number  of  gypsies  camping  on  roadsides  has  reduced  to  practically  nil. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 


There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in  the  Town. 
PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

No  nuisances  have  arisen  in  respect  of  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc., 

THE  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

During  the  general  inspection  of  the  district  two  houses  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  bugs.  These  houses  were  treated  with  insecticide  and 
effectively  cleared.  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  workmen  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

All  the  sewerage  from  the  Urban.  District  is  carried  by  gravitating 
sewers  to  the  disposal  works  on  the  north-east  boundary  of  the  Town,  where 
the  treatment  has  been  carried  out  quite  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year, 

SCHOOLS. 


The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  at  the  schools  are  above 
suspicion  as  to  the  cause  of  infectious  disease®  The  lavatory  accommodation 
and  closets  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all 
elementary  schools  are  disinfected  during  the  summer  holidays® 

SECTION  D.  -  HOUSING. 

House  construction  has  been  practically  nil,  two  adaptations  of 
outbuildings  into  cottages  have  been  approved  during  the  year,  whilst  plans 
have  been  approved  for  the  conversion  of  several  of  the  large  houses  in  the 

district  into  flats® 

The  Council  have  instructed  the  Surveyor  to  prepare  layouts  and 
designs  for  approximately  50  houses  on  a  site  off  Northwioh  Road  and  it  is 
hoped  to  put  the  work  in  hand  early  in  1946. 

The  usual  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and  a  number  of 
informal  notices  have  had  the  desired  effect. 

Generally  speaking  the  housing  conditions  in  the  town  are  quite 

satisfactory. 


SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  .ANT)  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD . 


MILK  SUPPLY. 


During  the  year  the  farms  and  dairies  have  been  visited  at  various 
tines,  and  continue  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner# 

The  sampling  of  the  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Department  of  the  County  Council,  but  no  cases  of  adulterations  were 
reported  during  the  year. 

VETERINARY  INSPECTION  OF  CATTLE. 

The  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  is  not  now  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council*  Seperate  statistics  are  not  kept  for  the  various  districts 
regarding  milk  samples  for  bacterial  content  and  tubercle  ba.cJ.lli,  but  the 
County  Medical  Officer  confirms  that  samples  of  milk  have  been  examined  from 
each  farm  holding  an  accredited  licence. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


All  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  are  closed  and  ro  animals  have 
been  slaughtered  in  the  area  during  the  year.  The  various  butchers  in  the 
town  receive  their  supplies  from  the  allocation  depot  at  Altrincham* 

BAKEHOUSES. 


There  are  12  Bakehouses  in  use  in  the  district.  These  premises  have 
been  inspected  periodically  during  the  year,  and  notices  requesting  the 
occupier§  to  limewash  the  walls  have  been  served  at  stated  periods,  .and  as 
occasion  has  required.  The  premises  have  been  kept  clean  generally,  and  have 
been  limewashed  in  accordance  with  the  regulations# 

SECTION  P.  -  INFECT I0US  DISEASE,, 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  gene  ahead  during  the  year  and 
the  total  number  of  children  -under  15  years  of  age  which  have  received 


T> 
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immunisation  now  amounts  to  836  out  of  an  estimated  total  of  1405* 

Of  tiie  13  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  only  2  had  received 

immunisation  prior  to  contracting  the  disease,
